Gelatine is made from the* bones, 
gristle and skin ot animals.

cooking bones a very long time a 
gelatinous substance is formed. In 
the manufacture of gelatine, water 
is evaporated from it and the mix­ 
ture is dried. Jello is the prepared 
mixture containing sugar, coloring 
and flavoring and requires no soak­ 
ing in cold water. 
Gelatine is the 
unprepared mixture and needs soak 
ing before it can be used. Whipping 
jello or gelatine makes it double in 
bulk because air is beaten into it. 
We found that gelatine 
is 
more 
economic than jello. The flavor of 
gelatine is rather strong compared 
lo iello, and therefore it is used 
l*v;ith foods having a pronounced 
flavor. Pineapple, Bavarian cream 
s one of the many delicious des­ 
erts that can be made from gela­ 
ble.

When these mole­ 
cules first start to attract or go up 
in the tube, the surface tension of 
the liquid will not let them separ­ 
ate from the denser film of water 
on the surface, and cohesion will 
not let the film separate from the 
water under it. Hence, with these 
two forces working, the molecules 
on the side of the tube hav»* to pull 
the water up with them.

water cannot advance with the 
molecules these can go only a very 
short distance making the surface 
of the liquid in the tube look like a

The moleculer theory states that 
all matter is composed of mole­ 
cules which are in constant motion 
and which attract one another, with 
the exception of gas molecules. Tile 
force of attraction of moleclues is 
called molecular force and varies 
in different substances. The mole­ 
cular force exerted between unlike 
molecules, or the molecules of dif­ 
ferent substances, is called adhe­ 
sion. 
The force exerted between 
like molecules or molecules of tile 
same substance, is called cohesion. 
On the surface of a liquid the 
molecular force is greater than in 
any other part, because the adhe­ 
sion of the water and air molecules 
is less than the cohesion of the 
water molecules of the surface and 
below.

Jello is the prepared 
m ixture containing sugar, coloring 
and flavoring and requires no soak­ 
ing in cold water. 
Gelatine is the 
unprepared m ixture and needs soak 
lug before it can be used. Whipping 
jello or gelatine makes it double iii 
hulk because air is beaten into it. 
We found th at gelatine 
is 
more 
economic than jello. The flavor of 
gelatine is rather strong compared 
to iello, and therefore it 
is 
used 
with foods having a pronounced 
flavor. 
Pineapple, Bavarian cream 
is one of the many delicious des­ 
serts that can he made from gela­ 
tine. 
The first cake without fat the 
class made was a sponge cake. The 
chief constituent of sponge cake is 
eggs. 
A fter the egg whites are 
folded into the sponge cake batter, 
the m ixture should not be beaten 
because no leavening agent is used 
and the egg whites are used to hold 
the air. 
The cakes containing fat 
th at the class made were plain and 
spice cakes. 
The spice cake mix­ 
ture was baked in muffin tins and 
covered with a cooked frosting. 
As part of the laboratory work 
this week we had to make out a 
dim er menu for each day of the 
week. 
The amount of meat used 
each day, the kind purchased and 
the method in preparing it had to 
he given.

film. 
If we place a small bore glass 
tube in water, we find th at the w a­ 
ter rises in the tube above the sur­ 
face of the water. Moleculer force 
causes this and is great enough to 
over come gravity to a small ex­ 
tent. 
The process by which 
this 
happens is called capillary action. 
The water and the glass molecules 
attract each other with considerable 
force and they continue to attract 
until the weight of water is great 
enough to stop further movements 
of the w ater molecules, although in 
fact they still a ttract each other 
with no effect. 
Since 
the 
glass 
molecules are stationary and the 
w ater molecules are moveable, the 
glass molecules attract the water 
molecules up to them. 
These a t­ 
tractions are so very rapid that the 
water rises in the tube very quickly. 
Surface tension and cohesion are 
very im portant in capillary action, 
for without them there would be 
only a thin film of w ater along the 
sides of the tube. When these mole­ 
cules first start to a ttract or go up 
in the tube, the surface tension of 
the liquid will ro t let them separ­ 
ate from the denser film of water 
on the surface, and cohesion 
will 
not let the film separate from the 
water under it. 
Hence, with these 
two forces working, the molecules 
on the side of the tube have to pull 
the water up with them. 
If the 
w ater cannot 
advance with the 
molecules these can go only a very 
short distance making the surface 
of the liquid in the tube look like a 
“ U ” with the top cut off. 
Cloth is composed of many min­ 
ute fibres, and these 
fibres 
have 
small air spaces 
between 
them. 
These spaces are like little tubes 
running through the cloth, 
and 
when the rags of a mop come in 
contact with water, capillary action 
takes place and the water filjs the 


small tubes of the cloth. The mop 
thus absorbs the water. The amount 
of liquid certain materials will ab­ 
sorb depends upon the quantity and 
diameter and length of the 
air 
tubes in the cloth. 
Blotters, lamp 
wicks, and towels all depend upon 
capillary action for their use. 
Evaporation can only he explain­ 
ed by the molecular theory. Liquids 
evaporate because some of their 
molecules, traveling 
toward the 
surface, have so high a velocity 
th at they pierce the surface ten­ 
sion of the liquid and fly off into 
space. 
These molecules are by no 
means lost for they unite with other 
molecules and come down again in 
the form of rain. 
Thus it is that 
the oceans indirectly water crops 
that are miles away. 
Heating a 
liquid increases evaporation by les­ 
sening the surface tension and in­ 
creasing the activity of the mole­ 
cules, thus on hot days we have an 
increase of evaporation. 
Alcohol, 
ether, gasoline, etc., e va pointe very 
fast because their surface tension 
is small.

The moleculer theory states that 
all m atter is composed 
of 
mole­ 
cules which are in constant motion 
and which attract one another, with 
the exception of gas molecules. The 
force of attraction of moleclues is 
called molecular force and varies 
in different substances. The mole­ 
cular force exerted between unlike 
molecules, or the molecules of dif­ 
ferent substances, is called adhe­ 
sion. 
The force exerted 
between 
like molecules or molecules of the 
same substance, is called cohesion. 
On the surface of a liquid the 
molecular force is greater than in 
any other part, because the adhe­ 
sion of the water and air molecules 
is less than the cohesion of the 
water molecules of the surface and 
below. Hence, it follows that with 
less moleculer attraction on 
the 
surface and more below the surface 
the molecules will crowd over to­ 
ward the side, which pulls them the 
most. 
Therefore, 
the 
molecules 
will be closely packed on the sur­ 
face of a liquid and there will be 
greater force between them.

compactness 
of 
molecules

being a thin film of denser liquid on 
the surface.

Cows of low or medium produc­ 
tion are not thought to require so 
long a dry period as high producers. 
Such cows should be dry a month 
or six weeks, provided they are in 
a good state of flesh. 
Thin cows 
may need a somewhat longer per­ 
iod. 
High producers may require 
two months or more to permit them 
to get in proper condition for cal­ 
ving. 
The application of manure from 
the dairy herd improves the physi­ 
cal condition of the soil and 
also 
adds valuable chemical fertilizing 
constituents, 
lf the herd 
is

considerable quantities of purchas­ 
ed feeds, the manure produced, if 
all is properly applied to the fields, 
will improve the fertility of the soil 
faster than the feed crops remove 
the fertility.
